axckilg for Saunderson, he was joined by a 
grong party of hunters who were bound for 
the Larainie mountains, and he was with them 
for three weeks before reaching Fort Laramie. 
gave him all the pointers on Indian life 

they could, and when he had traded about his 
amament consisted of a heavy rifle, two 
Colts revolvers anda hunting knife. I was 
thenattached to the fort as a scout, and when 
[found that no argument could move him 
from his purpose I gave him all my aid and 
advice. I got hin a suit of buckskin, helped 
him to mould 500 Bullets, furnished him a re- 
lisble compass, and rode with him two days

Mi This tribe had dono him no wrong, but it was 
whostile, and one Indian was the same as an- 
other to him. I found the man moody and 
qcommunicative, but I knew the torture he 
was saffering, and cou!d excuse his demeanor. 
It was three months bejore he returned to the 
ort, and he then had the scalps of twenty-one 
Slndians to prove that he had not been wasting 
He was in a more cheerful mood now, 
iI managed to secure the particulars of 
sof his adventures. 
Soon after I left him he discovered the trail 
ofavillage on the move. This he followed 
Muti] he found the Indians on the creek ina 
long and narrow valley. He hid his horseand 
“Siware baggage away in a cave and prowled 
ut in search of prey. The heard of ponies 
7¥a8 pastured above the village, and the white 
man’s first victim was an old man who was 
ting as one of the herders. He was digging 
amots With a stick when Saunderson crept u 
fwhim and hit him sucha blow with a clu 
he fell down dead. He carried the body 
if a mile on his back, and dumped itinto a 
ravine, but not untii he had secured the 
ecajiock. He then made a half circuit tothe 
hétend of the valley, where he found a boy 
Herder {bout sixteen years old lying at full 
ength on the grass asleep. This tribe of In- 
ans had no more tear of the presence of a 
White man there than an elephant. Only the 
afriors had ever seen one, unless it was some 
poor prisoner brought in to be tortured. Saun- 
derson Crawied upon the sleeping sertinel and 
Zilled him with a stone, and his body was car- 
mMéd to the same ravine.

I heard of his doings 
occasionaliy by hait-breeds and trappers. He 
came and went like a shadow. Sometimes he 


left a trail, but if it was followed one or more | 


of the pursuers would be killed. 
old avd young, and knew no mercy. Parties 
were made up to hunt him down, but they 
could not find him. As soon as he got the 
reputation of being a ‘‘white spirit,’’ his work 
Was Gasier, as there was no ardor in the pur- 
suit of him. Tho Cheyennes felt themselves 
accursed, andtwo or three different medicine 
men who tried to charm the spirit and failed 
were banished or put to death. 

The greatest slaughter Saunderson ever in- 
flicted at ane time was on the band of a sub- 
chief called “Swift Horse.”’ This was in 
July, 1564. A camp of about sixty lodges was 
driven out of a valieyin the Lara nie moun- 
tains by a cloudburst. Everybody and every- 
thing had to run before the coming flood for 
about a mile, when people and ponies deflected 
to the leit and found safety in a gorge. The 
walls of this were almost perpendicuiar, and 
their crests covered with shrubbery. While 
penned in here Saunderson opened fire on 
them from above, and also rolled great rocks 
upon their heads. Many of the Indians were 
unarmed, and those who had their guns could 
not use them against him. They reported 
that he killed twelve people andinjured many 
others. Lafterwards met with a Cheyenne 
whose leftshoulder was badiy “lopped,” and 
he told me that it was crushed by one of the 
stones thrown into the gorge that day. 

Saunderson had now become such a terror 
that the tribe, instead of splitting up into five 
or six bands, consolidated for mutual protec- 
tion, and a Jarge number of young men were 
always scouting and on guard, If a war party 
left the village it was dogged and harrassed, 
or the avenger took advantage to attack the 
village. One night in the spring of 15865, 
whilea war party of sixty-four Cheyennes 
were encamped on the north fork of the 
Platte, in Nebraska, Saunderson got among 
their horses during a furious snow squall and 
killed twenty-eight of them with his knife. 
One of the guards who was called “Bear on 
the Hill,” whom I saw at Fort Laramie dur- 
ing a truce, ran upon the white man as he was 
doing his work, and was killed and scalped. 
The war party at once returned home. 

On the foliowing July 16, 1865, Saunderson 
appeared at the fort fort for the last time. He 
had an Indian pony, and brought in tive In- 
dian rities and fourteen sca'ps. He had at 
this time upward of 100 scalps, and had killed, 
as he told me, at least 140 Indians and sixty or 
seventy ponies. He was in the best of health, 
but wanted a new suit of buckskin and a sup- 
ply of ammunition. He had no idea of aban- 
doning his quest for revenge, but, on the con- 
trary, was more determined than ever. He 
remained with us eight days, and then left the 
fort one midnight, saying he would probably 
come in again about the first of November. 
He was not seen or heard of again by any 
white man, nor yet by any of the Indians. 
What his fate was noone willever know. 
Had he fallen into the hands of the red men 
they would have boasted of it, and had any 
white men encounterd him word would have 
been passed along to us. Itis likely that he 
met with some fatal accident in the mountains.

POINTS ABOUT CANARIES. 


Hints for the Care of Singers and Brooding 
Birds. 
From The New York Evening Sun. 

There is probably more utter rubbish printed 
in book form as to the proper and correct 
method of successfully breeding and raising 
canary birds than any other household pets. 

No two works-cun be found that agree. Each 
writer has his or her peculiar theory to advance. 


One strongly advocates a liberal supply of water 


ina vessel largeenoughto admitof the bird’s 
bathing regularly. Another theorist condemns 
the bath and advises that water be given spar- 
ingly, and for drinking purposes only. The advice 


| of a large and practical breeder is to supply water 


liberally, 80 that the bird can bathe if it cares to, 
and this it will do with great satisfaction, 

A good plan for intending canary keepers is to 
purchase a few young birds. 
whether the birds are required for breeding pur- 
poses or simply for honsehold pets, it is better to 
buy young birds. It is interesting to watch the 
development of the youngsters, and far more sat- 
isfactory than buying old birds, that may have 
contracted some ailment that only the eye of an 
experienced hird fancier could detect. Besides, 
they become much tamer if taken when very 
young. 

Another feature connected with the buying of 
young birds is that they are considerably cheaper 
than matured birds, andthen again some of them 
may turn out to be birds of great value. In pur- 
chasing it is best and cheapest in the end to go to 
some respeetable dealer and teil him exactly what 
is wanted. 

One should examinea bird carefuily before pur- 
chasing. A healthy bird will always eppear com- 
pact and slender. Its feathers should lie close and 
neat, not ragged and fluffy like fleecy wool. The 
wings should be close to the side and not allowed 
todroop. Ail mopish-looking birds or birds that 


pant or wheeze, show signs of discharge from the_! 


nostrils, or sit still and low dowreon tireir perthes 
may be safely passed by as worthless. The buyer 
can readily distinguish an old bird by its rough, 
scaly, white legsand long pointed claws. Not 

few dealers willtry to convince an inexperience: 
buyer that the pale plumage of a young bird wi! 
deepen in color with age. It is almost needless to 


say that cach successive moulting leaves the bird | 


a shade paler in color. 

Themale usually hasa prettier shade than the 
female. The head of the cock bird is larger, and 
he has the distinguishing feature of a ring of 
bright feathers around hiseyes. It is a good plan, 
if possible, to hear the bird sing betore concluding 
the purchase. 

The chief article of diet, as 2 matter of course, is 
the seed of the grass phalaris canariensis, well 
known as canary seed. This should be bought 
only from reliable déalers to insure its being per- 
fectly sound andof the best quality. If strong 
healthy birds are desired,and it is taken for 
granted that such is the wish of all owners of ca- 
naries, great care should be taken in the selection 
of food. Itis altogether worth while to remove 


' every particle of dust from the seed by placing it 


in a fine sieve and shaking it well before giving it 
to the bird. Another matter of the utmost impor- 
tance in connection with the seed is to keep it out 
of the reach of mice. It not infrequently occurs 
that birds are poisoned with seed that will have 
spoiled by their contact. A little hemp and rape 
seed is also relished by canaries. A greeu, fresh 
lettuce leaf may be given occasionally, and, for a 
great delicacy,a lump of sugar. The canary 1s 
fond of sugar, and pecks at it with evident relish. 

A little judgment should be used in the selection 
ofa cage. Painted bars, or paintin any place 
where the birds ean get hold of it, should be 
avoided. The canary would be almost sure to get 
some of the paint off at some time or other, and 
the effects would be very injurious. Canaries are 
contented in almost any-sized cage, but, of course, 
the larger the prison is the better it would be for 
the captive. 

The large breeders in Germany and the Tyrol use 
large cages and put several pairs of birds in the 
same compartment. A small tree or branch is put 
in the cage in February or when the breeding sea- 
son commences, and if a little moss, wool, hay and 
other soft materia! is strewn on the floor the birds 
will build a very neat and pretty nest. 

They usually lay from four to six eggs. It 
takes about fourteen days for incubation. The 
parent birds take great care of the young, and 
the rearing is accomplished without any trouble 
tothe owner. The first brood are scarcely able to 
take care of themselves before the parents havé 
hatched out another. The canary usually brings 
from three to four broods of young birds into ex~ 
istence everv year, even in captivity.

4S A RESULT OF A FIGHT AT AN- 
OTHTR HANGING. 


Sol Rowell and Robert Richardson Sen- 
tenced to Be Hanged on the last Fri- 
day in January—Other Cases. 


Morcan, Ga., December 13.—[Special.]— 
Tho December term of the superior court of 
this, Calhoun county, convened at this place 
last Monday morning, Judge Byron B. Bower 
presiding. The civil docket was disposed of 
by Tuesday evening about 3 o’clock. 

TWO MURDER CASES. 

The first case called was that of the State vs. 
Robert Ricdardson and Sol Rowell, charged 
with the offense of murder for the killing of 
young John Arnold, during the riot at this 
place the day Polk Newton was to have been 
hung, the 28th of January last. The prisoners 
had failed to employ counsel and Colonel 
George H. Dozier and J. L. Boynton were ap- 
pointed by the court to conduct the defense. 
Solicitor General Spence was assisted in the 
prosecution by Judges J. J. Beck and L. G. 
Cartledge. The trial, which attracted great 
interest, the courtroom being crowded during 
the time by both whites and blacks, ended 
at noon Thursday, in a verdict of ‘‘guilty of 
murder,’’ without any recommendation of 
mercy by the - jury, which subjects 
these creatures to the extreme penalty 
of death. Judge Bower, in avery impressive 
manner, sentenced them to be hanged on the 
last Friday in January next, publicly, be- 
tween the hours of 10 o’clock a. m. and 3 
When sentenced, Sol. Rowell 
maintained the appearance of stolidity and in- 
difference, which they both had borne during 
the trial, but Robert Richardson broke down 
and the tears streamed from his eyes, and he 
appeared greatly affected. A motion for a 
new trial was made by their attorneys and the 
22d instant, at Bainbridge, was set for the 
hearing thereof. 

ANOTHER SENSATIONAL CASE. 

A very sensational occurrence has taken 
place here during the week. On Tuesday, 
when the attorneys were appointed to defend 
Rowell and Richardson, it then being 3 o’clock 
in the evening, they asked that the case be 
passed until Wednesday morning for prepara- 
tion, etc., which was granted. Just as this 
Was done, a warrant was handed the 
sheriff by the solicitor general, which 
was founded upon an _ indictment just 
returned by the grand jury, charging D. F. 
Nix, a successful farmer of this county, with 
assault upon his niece. Nix wasin the court- 
room, and the sheriff arrested him and brought 
him immediateiy before the judge. The case 
was called and there and then Nix put upon 
his trial. The state was ready, but Nix, hav- 
ing procured his counsel, asked for a contin- 
uance, 

THE TRIAL GOES ON. 

Upon the showing made, this was overruled, 
and the werk of obtaining a jury commenced. 
The jury was coinpleted about sundown, and 
the court took a recess till morning, instruct- 
ing the sheriff to carry Nix to jail during the 
night. Sheriff W. W. Gladden lives about 
three miles out inthe country and Jeft for 
home, leaving Nix in the courthouse in charge 
of Deputy Sheriff L. H. Davis. The friends 
of Nix importuned Davis not to take 
him to jail, but guard himin the courthouse. 
At first this was refused, but Nix’s little 
daughter, about twelve years old, commenced 
crying and begging Davis not to put her papa 
in jail. Davis could not resist this, and suin- 
moned three nen to remainand help him guard 
Nix during the night. About 10 o’clock p. m., 
Nix’s vounger brother knocked for admittance 
and was allowed to go in. Thecrowd hada 
pot of coffee, and after Lewis Nix entered they 
tried the coffee and foundit weak. Lewis pro- 
posed to go down and get more ground coffoce. 
This was allowed. The party were in the 
courtreom, Which is upstairs, the door being at 
the foot of the stairs. When L. Nix went 
and returned be left the door open. He handed 
the ground coffee to his brother, who was sit- 
ting With Sheriff Davisand the others around 
an open fireplace, and remarked that he was 
going and try to get a witness for 
his brother, and asked Sheriff Davis 
to loan him his overcoat. Davis 
pointed to the overcoat, which was lying ona 
fifteen feet away, towards the 
Nix went towards it.

THAT THIRD PARTY 


AMONG 


S4ID TO BE ORGANIZING 
THE FARMERS. 


A FLORIDA CORRESPONDENT WRITES 


That During the Excursion of the Alliance- 
men He Gathered Some Facts About 
the New Party. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., December 13,--In its 
issue of tomorrow The Times-Union will pub- 


lish the following: 

“Sr. Avaust:inr, Fla., December 13.—Since 
the final adjournment of the Farmers’ A!- 
liance, at Ocala, on Monday, incontestible 
proof has been brought out to show the ¢éx- 
istence of a gigantic plot to use this national 
organization as a means for promoting the 
third party scheme, which came to the surface 
in two or three different forms during the re- 
cent gathering. A signiticant fact in this con- 
nection is the vote of the northwestern al- 
‘Hiancemen, who are almost without exception 
republicans, and who came to Ocala with the 
avowed purpose of forcing the national 
alliance to endorse their petschemoe for a third 
party. It soon became apparent, however, that 
this endorsement could not be secured, al- 
though vigorous work in this direction was 
put in during the first three or four days of 
the session. 

When the subtreasury scheme came up for 
endorsement, on Monday last, the final vote 
on the passage of this demand was a surprise 
in many respects. The northwesterners were 
found to be solid in their support of the meas- 
ura, although their political aftiliation in the 
past and the sentiment of the people whom 
they are supposed to represent, would natur- 
ally have led to onen opposition to this 
measure. The leaders in the third 

marty movement from that section § are 
MeGrath, of Kansas; Loucks, of North Dakota ; 
Wardell, of South Dakota, and Willett, of 
Kansas, and they are warmly supported by 
delegaies from Wisconsin and other near-by 
states. 

During the tour of the state, which has been 
in progress for the past four or five days, these 
third party folks have unbosomed themselves, 
to a certain extent, in their conversation with 
their fellow-excursionists and newspaper men, 
and their admissions have laid bare the politi- 
cal scheme which has prompted their every 
act. In general, their statements are to this 
effect: ‘That they are really opposed 
to the subtreasury bill; that they regard 
itas wrongin principle and as a Jegisiative 
device which can end only in financial ruin to 
the farmer and to every other industrial class; 
that the people of their section are opposed to 
it, and that they, as delegates, were particu- 
larly charged with the mission to defeat the 
measure when they left their homes. 

They say also that upon their return they 
will be asked to make an explanation of their 
strange conduct in giving their support to this 
demand of the, national alliance, and the ex- 
planation which they will be forced to make is 
this: That the subtreasury demand is of such 
a nature that it can never gain the support of 
the democracy in the southern states, and 
that an attempt to secure such democratic 
support can end only inasplit in the demo- 
cratic ranks in the south. ‘This, they say, will 
break up the ‘‘solid south,” and this is the end 
which they have had in view. 

They profess to believe that their people 
will applaud them for having entered into an 
arrangement by which this end can be accom- 
plished, and that they will feel that the sacri- 
tice of their principles, in connection with the 
subtreasury scheme, has not been too great, if, 
thereby, the democratic party can be hope- 
lessly divided. 

In support of this general policy, as outlined, 
several of the plotters have been placed upon 
record. For instance, President McGrath, of 
the Kansas alliance, said in the presence of 
several witnesses, yesterday: 

‘“‘We did not vote for the subtreasnry bill be- 
cause we believed init. The fact is, we saw 
that by making it an issue in the south, we could 
break up the democratic party. This is the 
explanation we will give our constituents 
when we return hoime.”’ 

J. 8. Willett, of Kansas, said: 

“We never did like the sub- 
treasury bill and we have no confidence in it 
now; but we supported it at Ocala so as to di- 
vide the southand break up the bourbon de- 
mocracy.”’ 

It appears also that these sentiments have 
entrapped other delegates than those from the 
ultra-republican northwest. Hon. F. R. 
Carskadon, an influential banker of West 
Virginia, has been heard to say: 

‘‘We northerners were opposed to the sub- 
treasury bill till we found that by making it 
an issue the southern democracy could be di- 
vided and make room for the new party.’’ 

It is neediess to add that Carskadon is a re- 
publican and an uncompromising third party 
man. 

In this connection it is learned also that the 
recently organized Reform Press Association 
is a body whose purpose it is to mould opinion 
among alliancemen in every state toward the 
promotion of the third party movement. The 
facts surrounding its organization and subse- 
quent reorganization, its action and its evi- 
dent policy proves this beyond the shadow of a 
doubt. 

The third party men at Ocala who have con- 
nection with the reform press, in the alliance, 
in the Farmers’ Mutual Benetit Association, in 
the Knights of Labor, and in other kindred 
organizations, decided that their 
xims should be accomplished in a large 
measure through newspaper influence, 


but | 


when they saw that their project would not | 


secure an out and out endorsement from the 


vrganized body of delegates, they set about to | 


earry their schemes through in another way. 


They saw only defeat in pushing the project | 


to a vote in the convention, and the speech of 
Dr. Macune, chairman of the nationa! execu- 
tive board, and a strong third party man, in 
which he advocated non-action until the alli- 
ance should find out what one or the other of 
the two exising political parties proposed to do 
in the way of giving legislative relief, was 
too =temporizing for their purposes. 
They, therefore, determined to push 
the thing through their own channels. Not 
all of the reform press representatives could 
be relied upon to advocate the third party, so 
the press promoters of this scheme awaited an 
opportunity for organizing when the more 
liberal among them could beeluded. This op- 
portunity came on Monday night during the 
alliance excursion to Silver Springs. Abouta 
dozen of them met in an old shed near the 
springs, adopted a constitution and elected 
ofticers. They were almost, without exception, 
republicans and third party men. 
The eligibility cause in this constitu- 
tion provides that any newspaper editor 
or manager could become a member, if only 
he advocated alliance measures as promulgated 
in the famous St. Louis demands. The Ocala 
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demands had not then been adopted ani |

tion to shut outall newspapers and newspaper 
men not in sympathy with the subtreasury 
bill and the third party project. Inquiry 
among prominent alliancemen outside the press 
organization, and in it, fails to bring to light 
any other reason for the exclusion of 
McAllister, and conservative alliancemen 
of every political faith agree that 
this ‘reform press’ combination is 
only one of the means by which this third 
party issue is to be forced upon the alliance, 
with the hope of dividing the democratic party 
of the south. And the determination is daily 
strengthening among southern democrats in 
the alliance thata desperate effort must be 
made to pull the Farmers’ Alliance away fgomn 
the subtreasury folly before the next annual 
meeting. 

Mr. McAllister was seen late last night by a 
representative of The Times-Union. He had 
stopped off here en route to Asheville, to 
attend the southern immigration conven- 
tion. When askedas to the truth of 
the statement that the Reform Press association 
bad changed its constitution with the special 
view to his exclusion, he said: ‘I had notice 
that this was going to be done, but did not be- 
lieve that the third purty men would resort to 
such extreme measures in getting their party 
on foot, after dispassionately considering all 
the facts and circumstances surrounding the 
change in the eligibility clause in their consti- 
tution. I am, however, certain now that it 
was done solely with the view to my ex- 
clusion.”’ 

“For what reason would they seek toexclude 
you”’’ 

“The Reform Press Association is made up, 
with one exception, of third party men. This 
exception is President McDowel, of the Ten- 
nessee alliance and editor of The Toiler. I 
clashed with them when the attempt was made 
to reconsider the force bil! resolution and all 
along the line of the third party issue. They, 
therefore, fear that I might embarrass them 
in their efforts to use their press organization 
as the means of preventing the third party 
scheme by «a concerted dissemination of 
third party ideas through their newspaper 
columns. 

“What, in your opinion, will be the result 
of their combination? Will the third party 
actually come out of them ?’’ 

“If designing men can control the rank and 
file of the alliance membership, a third party 
will inevitably result. But I doubt the 
ability of these men to long mislead and de- 
ceive the people whom they are professing to 
serve. * I have always held the Farmers’ 
Alliance to be non-partisan and, therefore, 
non-political. In fact, its organic pretension 
enjoins strict noninterference in partisan 
politics. Its success depends upon unity and 
harmony. Ilence the _ introduction of 
partisan politics would be fatal to 
the» purpose for which it was_ in- 
stituted. The alliance is a_ sectional 
organization, and if politics are admitted it at 
once becomes a sectional political organiza- 
tion. Such organizations are repugnant to 
the spirit of free institutions, and if sanc- 
tioned, must invariably destroy them. Their 
unhallowed history is written in_ violence, 
class disturbances, social disruptions and 
tragic wreck of governments.

FIFTEEN FEET UNDER BRICK. 


The Dangerous Predicament of a Milledge- 
ville Negro. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 12.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The most thrilling experience and the 
most miraculous escape from a horrible death 
that has ever occurred in this part of the coun- 
try was the case of a negro well-digger on 
Hampton Brown’s place late yesterday after- 
noon. 

Charles Davis, a well-known, eccentric 
character, a well-known well-digger by pro- 
fession, a preacher by adoption and a simple- 
minded old soul by nature, but a good old 
darky, nevertheless, was the hero of a startling 
scene, the interest of which is doubled by the 
escape from death. Davis is a street preacher, 
and preaches and prays from morning until 
night, after which he takes quarters in the 
southern portion of the city and keeps 
the populace awake until midnight 
by shouts of warning and _ loud 
and long prayers for the degenerate 
people. His hobby is his many narrow escapes 
from death, and he throws them out as the 
miraculous dispensations of divine providence 
for those who love and serve Him. His escape 
on yesterday seems as proof of his statements, 
and the least credulous today are marveling at 
his existence. 

About 2 o’clock yesterday, Charles was 
seated on a plank stretched across thé bottom 
of a well sixty feet deep. Under his feet was 
four feet of water, while above his head there 
was more than fifty feet of brick curbing. 
Way down beneath the earth, the simple darky 
was picking and patching the brick curbing, 
little dreaming that his next lick was to un- 
dermine the curb and bring a carload of brick 
upon his head. Butsuch wasthecase. The 
curbing caved and the entire wall, with the ex- 
ception of about ten feet at the top, was pre- 
cipitated on the unfortunate man. News was 
sent up town at once, and a score of workmen 
went to the scene, but none of them 
dreamed of rescuing the prisoner until 
his faint wail was heard from under 
the mass of brick and dirt, and even then they 
did not hope to reach him beforedeath. But 
work was begun, and after about three hours 
the uncaved brick had been removed, making 
the task of drawing up the caved matter less 
dangerous. Then a couple of men were sent 
down, and for four hours the slow but hopeful 
work went bravely on. All the time the negro 
under the mass of brick fifteen feet in depth 
was begging them to hurry, and talking freely 
of his feelings. At 9 o’clock last night he was 
reached, and in an hour he was taken from his 
terrible position. A medical examination 
showed that he was not hurtatall, noteven the 
skin broken, and that, beyond the soreness, he 
was as solid as when he entered the well. 
Nine hoursin a well, under twenty feet of 
brick and dirt, unable to move a muscle, and 
breathing only through the crevices between 
the brick, and yet escape unhurt, is a miracle 
that has astonished the people here. As soon 
26 he was drawn out and landed on solid 
ground, he exclaimed: “Paul says I have not 
seen the righteous forsaken of his seed in dis- 
tress; brethren, these things must be,’ and 
there, probably, is the solution of the mystery. 

Three negroes, Enoch Shaw, Albert Wright 
and Bill Lewis, who worked for six hours in 
the bottom of the well while its sides were 
constantly caving around them, displayed a 
heroism worthy of the highest commendation.

THE FORCE BILL 


WILL HAVE TO GO TO THE WALL 
AT LAST. 


MANY REPUBLICANS OPPOSED TO IT, 


Chief Among Whom Is Senator Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania—The Western Men De- 
mand a Free Coinage Bill. 


WasHinerox; Deceniber 13.—[Special.}— 
Seuator Hoar and the other advocates of the 
force bill becaine very desperate today. Hoar 
ihade’ & personal canvass of the senate, and‘ 


| mucl+ to. his surprise, found that the majority 


of the republicans thought it best to lay the 
bill aside and let it die. The old granny, 
when he learned this, was first ina towering 
rage, and then he was seized with a sort of 
political ague. He soon became desperate, 
and offered all kinds of compromises with the 
opposition. He went so far as to offer to 
amend the force bill so as to make its 
application universal without petitions 
from voters, and to take out the 
bayonet clause, and to satisfy the silver men 
he was ready to offer anything short of abso- 
lute free coinage. 

These propositions, however, did not take 
with the westerners, who want free coinage 
pure and simple, and who do not care @ snap 
for the force bill or anything like it. 

THE SILVER SITUATION. 

The silver men felt splendidly today. They 
say the senate caucus Monday night will not 
consent toachange of the rules to pass the 
force bill in any shape, and that on Tuesday, 
unless a great change takes place in the mean- 
time, the senate will lay aside the force bill 
and take up some financial measure. 

The free coinage men, republicans and dem- 
ocrats, are in the majority in the senate, and 
if they have the nerve a free coinage Dill will 
be passed before Christmas. However, it is 
just possible that the eastern republicans 
will attempt to give the free coinage men 4 
dose of their own medicine by attempting to 
talk a free coinage bill, if one should be of- 
fered, to death, just like the democrats are 
doing with the force bill. 

THE PROBABLE MEASURE. 

The chances are that the repubican sena- 
torial committee appointed by the last caucus 
to devise a financial bill and 
report to the caucus Monday even- 
ing will report the plan _ proposed by 
Secretary Windom, to purchase imuinediately 
the 15,000,000 ounces of silver bullion now in 
sight, upon which silver certificates shall be 
issued at once, but not to interfere any further 
with the bill passed at the last session of 
congress. A plan has also been proposed—but 
it comes from a democratic source—to force 
the national banks to issue the full amount of 
currency. They are authorized to issue $450,- 
000,000. As itis now they have but $175,000,- 
000 in outstanding currency. 

CAMERON WILL OPPOSE IT. 

Senator Cameron, of Pennsylvania, has 
come out in an interview, in which he says he 
is opposed to the force bill and will vote 
against it should it reach a vote.

‘WHO WERE sENT OUT TO WATCH 


THE SIOUX. 


THEY REPORT A BLOODY BATTLE, 


In Which Several Indians Were Killed and 
a Chief Captured—Buffalo Bill’s 
Good Work. 

Pine Riwoce AGENcy, 8S. D., December 13.— 
Reports of a fight between the Indians, in the 
Bad Lands, aré confirmed. Two Strikes and 
his party were victorious and left Bad Lands 
for Pine Ridge agency, camping on White 
Earth river. The chief sent in to General 
Brooke asking for help to capture Short Bull 
and his warriors. The general called im Ameri- 
can Horse, Big Road and other chiefs, and set 
them at work recruiting fighters. About 300 
warriors are now on the way to bring in all 
who remain ‘in the Bad Lands: Many fear it 
will end simply in the flight of Short Bull, 
who will return to his stronghold as soon as 
this band returns. 

A FIGHT WITH KICKING BEAR. 

Denver, Col., December 13.—A courier 
from the camp on Small creek to Rapid City, 
Dakota, sends the following: Two troops of 
the Sixth Cavalry, comprising five officers and 
125 mén and hofses, under command of Major 
Perry, came into camp at French Rock yes- 
terday. Several parties of friendly Indians 
were seen, but no hostiles. A rancher named 
Wilson was seen in the early part of the day, 
and with him two cowboys. He reported that 
he had seen a party of thirty hostiles some 
eight miles tothe south, coming northward. 
The hostiles’ advance guards were thrown out, 
and it looked as though they expected an 
attack from thé cowboys or troops. 
A short time before our. party 
went into camp a squaw man named Rider 
brought into camp the news that there had 
been a bloody encounter four miles north of 
Pine Ridge agency between United States 
troops and some 400to 600 Indians under 
Kicking Bear, and that a number had been 
killed on both sides, the Indians having been 
put to rout and a large number captured, in- 
cluding Kicking Bear. Not much credence 
was placed in this report, although, owing to 
our present location, no further reports could 
be’ obtained. 

THE INDIANS SURRENDERING. 

Charlie Rivers, a government scout, came 
in late in the evening with a dispatch from 
Colonel Swineford, and reported that he was 
in the vicinity of the hostile camp, and’ that 
150 lodges—about 700 Indians—have left there 
and camped at the mouth of Hidden Butte 
creek, on their way to the Pine Ridge agency 
to surrender themselves. The rest, about 
fifty lodges—250 Indians—are trying to work 
their way north, toward the Cheyenne river 
agency, and they have a large quantity of 
stolen stock with them. 

A courier was in from General Carr’s camp, 
at Rapid City; with the information that in 
all probability he would start from there to- 
morrow with the rest of his command and fol- 
low up the trail taken by Major Tupper, and 
would then branch off north. 

GOOP WORK OF BUFFALO BILL’s CROWD. 

CuicaGo, December 13.—A_ dispatch from 
Chamberlain, 8. D., says: .A large number of 
Indians who have been abroad for the last 
few years with Buffalo Bill’s wild west show, 
are doing some good work among the unruly 
lnudians belonging at Rosebud and Pine Ridge 
agencies, and to their efforts as much as to any 
one thing, the suspension of an immediate 
outbreak among the red men can 
be attributed. These Indians emphatically 
refused to listen to any proposition from the 
hostiles looking to their joining them, but 
have continued to act as peacemakers at all 
times since their return, and they are untiring 
in their efforts to bring about a peaceful settle- 
merit of the present difficulty. These Indians 
act in marked contrast to some of those edu- 
cated at the Carlisle Indian school, as many of 
the latter are among the hostiles. 


THE ASSAILANT KILLED. 


A Young Farmer in South Carolina De- 
fends His Home. 

GREENVILLE, 8. C., December 13.—[Spe- 
cial.|—Drury Jewell, a young farmer living 
about fifteen miles above this city, was killed 
by A. S. Stroud, another young farmer at the 
latter’s house, about 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. ‘he killing was done in self-defense and 
the particulars, as far as can be learned, are as 
follows: A few minutes before 4 o’clock, 
Pike Bararby, a friend of Jewell’s, knocked 
at Stroud’s door, and was admitted by Stroud. 
He began talking about a difficulty which 
Stroud and Jewell had sometime ago, and 
tried to induce Stroud to go out in 
the yard with him. Stroud, evidently 
expecting foul play, declined to do 
so. A few minutes later a knock 
was heard, and Barbary said: ‘'There’s Drury 
now.’’ Stroud answered: ‘‘He’s just the man 
I want tosee.”’ Jewell answered from the 

utside: ‘‘And you aro just the man I want 
to see.’’ Stroud opened the door, and Jewell 
stuck the muzzle of adouble-barrelled shotgun 
in his facé. Stroud knocked it to one side, 
and, stepping behind the door, drew a knife. 
Jewell then entered the door, with his gun in 
hand, and threatened Stroud, who again 
knocked the gun to oné side and closed on 
Jewell with his knife, cctting his throat the 
first thing from ear toezr, and continuing to 
cut him fearfully about .':e head and breast. 
He then  séized Jewell’s' gun and 
broke it to pteces in clubbing him. 
After he had fallen, Stroud threw the body 
out of the door, where it lay until the coroner 
arrived. Barbary ran as soon as the fight 
began. Jewell and Barbary had beem to a 
corn shucking and §remained until about 3 
o'clock, when they together proceeded to 
Stroud’s house. It is supposed they were 
drinking at the time and went to Stroud’s 
house to entice him outside and do him some 
great harm. The real cause of the difficulty is 
not known. It is said that an old feud existed 
between Stroud and Jewell, caused by Jewell’s 
remarks concerning Stroud’s wife. Strond has

GERMAN GOSSIP. 


Adjournment of the Reichstag—Discussion 
on the Tariff. 

BERLIN, December 13.—[Copyright, 1890, by 
the New York Associated Press.}—The reichs- 
tag has adjourned forthe Christmas recéss. 
It will resume its sittings on January 12th. 
Its debates, like those of the landtag, are los- 
ing their bitterness and keen enmity towards 
the government which were wont to charac- 
terize them during the Bismarck regime. The 
discussion of the budget before it was remitted 
to the committee, in which the party leaders 
figured, illustrated the changein style. Herr 
Bebel, in an impassioned yet morgl 
speech, drew a somber picture of the misery. of 
the peasant under the present policy of protec- 
tion, which enriches the great landlords atthe 
expense of the poor consumers. Bebel con- 
tended that it was untrue that protection 
aided the small farmer; and declared that the 
large cultivator and rent-receiving landlord 
were the only ones benefited. ‘The high tariff 
on cereals and cattle, he asserted, profited 
only the rich landholder, and impoverished the 
poorer classes. The rural populace emigrated 
in masses into the towns, thus increasing miis- 
ery, crime and disaffection in the crowded cen- 
ters of population. 

Herr Richte? attaeked the military, de- 
claring that it was needless to maintain the 
present expenditures, in view of ‘the peace 
that now prevails in Europe and the fact that 
no power was menacing Germany. 

A pes Windthorst defended the government’s 
agrarian and colonial policies, and denied that 
the miseries which Bebel depicted were due to 
the existing laws. It wassocial morals, he de- 
clared, and not the organization of society 
that was responsible for the evils afflicting the 
people. The reforms ought to aim to purify 
and fortify society through religion. Theman 
who could be said to be without religion was 
only a beast. The speaker was interrupted at 
this point by socialist members with cries: of 
‘‘What was Frederick the Great?” 

“Tf Frederick were living now,’ replied 
Windthorst, “‘you would not be here,” at 
which remark the members laughed. 

Bamberger made a practical speech in which 
be attacked the projected treaty with Austria, 
saying he was am to it if it involved a 
differential tariff. 

Chancellor von Caprivi did not try to re- 
fute Bamberger’s arguments, merely content- 
ing himself with saying that he could not dis- 
cuss a treaty question pending negotiations. 
The fact is, he said, that the conferences in 
regard to the treaty which are being held in 
Vienna, are coming to nothing and are about 
to be adjourned until February with a proba- 
bility that they will never be resumed. The 
two governments were making arrangements 
to directly renew the existing treaty.

Not a single one of them 
place, and it is a matter of public con- 
gratulation that the house has acted so 
wisely and liberally in making them.

It is to be deeply regretted, however, 
that the house has refused to con- 
tinue the appropriations for the 
branch colleges, which were established 
by the state, and which, as state insti- 
tutions, should be sustained.

Several of these colleges, not being 
able to sustain themselves, will necessarily 
be forced to discontinue, if the aid the 
state has been rendering them is with- 
drawn, and it will only be by a hard 
struggle that any of them can manage 
to be self-supporting. With the state’s 
aid withdrawn it is certain that the use- 
fulness of all of them will be greatly im- 
paired.

The 
next step it took, after refusing to give 
the $11,000 asked. for the branch vcol- 
leges, was to appropriate $8,000 to the 
new colored university, and after that to 
increase the appropriation for the support 
of the militia of the state from $7,500 to 
$25,000, when two years ago not a dol- 
lar was apprupriated for this purpose. 
The house has acted generously, yet con- 
servatively, in all matters involving ap- 
propriations, and it cannot be accused of 
stinginess or illiberality in withholding the 
appropriations from the branch colleges. 

It should be said in justice to those 
who opposed these appropriations that they 


‘did so because they thought it unjust that 


certain sections of the state should be- 
come beneficiaries of public appropriations 
to institutions which were little or no bet- 
ter than those in other sections, and 
which do not receive a dollar from the 
state. 

Of the branch colleges, two are in the 
second district, one in the fourth, one in 
the sixth and one in the ninth district. 
The fifth district has the Technological 
school, the eighth the university, and the 
sixth has also the Girls’ Industrial school, 
while the first, the third, the seventh and 
the tenth have no educational institutions 
of any character cther than the common 
schools, to the support of which the 
state contributes. 

There is something in this claim, but 
not enough to justify the house in with- 
drawing the state’s appropriation from the 
branch colleges already established. The 
objection could have been met to deci- 
dedly better advantage by establishing 
similar institutions in sections of the state 
which do not now enjoy them. 

The cause of education should never 
move backward, and the state should see 
to it that the doors of no educational in- 
stitution established by its authority 
should be forced to close for want of 
continued help. ;

of the matter if it would amend it by 


putting back the branch college appropria- 


tions, and at the same time make appro- 
priations for as: many more branch col- 
leges, as, with those already established, 
it would locate these institutions in every 
section of the state, and thus remove 
the chief objection the house had in 
withholding these appropriations.

Judging from an editorial in The New 
York Herald, the quarrel between the Hill 
and Cleveland factions in the state of New 
York has suddenly become unreasonably 
bitter. It is a little strange that no echoes 
of this quarrel are to be found in the demo- 
cratic and mugwuimp newspapers. Of late, 
the mugwumps have ceased to abuse- Goy- 
ernor Hill, and, for some time past, instead 
of alluding to him as ‘‘a peanut statesman,”’ 
have urged him in the legislature as a fit 
person to represent the great state of New 
York in the senate of the United States.

Ferocious as the 
contest may be, or may get to be, there is 
this consideration aboutit: It isa contest 
over persons and not principles. 

The democratic party and its principles are 
much bigger and more important than any 
man or any set of men, and the voters of the 
country will not permit any man,no matter 
how big his friends may believe him to be, to 
stand in the way of democratic success, In 
short, there is no democrat so distinguished 
as to be indispensable as a candidate. 

As tothe quarrrel that is now going on be- 
tween the partisans of Cleveland and Hill, it 
is, of course, foolish and unreasonable, but 
the probability isthat the partisans will 
wear themselves out before 1892.

Depew | On *the Situation. 

Mr. Chauncey Depew is a clear-headed 
man of business.

The Color Prejudice In Boston. 

Occasionally the fact leaks out that Bos- 
ton has something besides culture—she has 
an average share of human nature. 

The other day a correspondent of The 
Boston Transcript complained that the two 
colored girls now at the New England 
conservatory of music find themselves daily 
insulted and humiliated. ‘The correspond- 
ent charges that the preceptress and others 
of the board of managers recently rebuked 
one of these girls for her presumption in 
behaving ‘‘with the freedom of a white 
girl,’ and says that ‘‘Boston-born people 
who happen to have more or less negro 
blood in their veins are growing very res- 
tive.”’ 

We do not know to what extent negro 
blood flows through the veins of ‘‘Boston- 
born people,’’ but the article in The 
Transcript speaks very seriously of the situ- 
ation.

JUSTIN McCaRTHuy is better known to the book- 
reading world than in the field of politics. His 
numerous novels are read all over the English- 
speaking world and his historical and other 
works, while less widely known, have had a large 
circulation. “Dear Lady Disdain,” “A Fair 
Saxon,” “Miss Misanthrope,” “My Enemy’s 
Daughter,” “Lady Judith,” “The Waterdale 
Neighbors,” ‘Linley Rochford,” “Donna Quix 
ote.” “The Comet of a Season,” “Maid of 
Athens,” and “Camiola” are his principal 
novels. He has written a “History of Our 
Own Time,’ “History of the Four Georges,”

when but eighteen years ofage, and also com- 
menced his political career in that “year of 
revolutions’ by joining the “Young Ireland” 
movement, which gave Ireland its only modern 
literature. He worked on a Liverpool paper for 
a time and ther. moved to London, where he be- 
came a parliamentary reporter. Later he joined 
the staff of The Morning Star, under Ernest 
Jones, the chartist leader, and soon became its 
foreign editor, and later editor-in-chief.

In 1851 he was 
tax receiver for onc year; in 1852 he held 
the office of tax receiver fora similar term, 
and in January, 1856, be was first elected 
sheriff of his county. 

When the war broke ont, he was sheriff. 
He was one of the first men to enlist, and 
went out astirst lieutenant of Company B of 
the Eleventh Georgia. After two years’ ser- 
vice he wascompelled to resign, because of 
severe illness, and he came b home. But 
hecouldnt remain idle long. In 1863 he or- 
ganized a company in the state militia, 
and was made captain of it. This 
was Company B, of Sims’s regiment. 
At the head of that company 
he took part in all the hard fighting about At- 
lanta, but he was never wounded. 

At the end of the fighting he went—Cincin- 
natus-like—back to hisfarm. He had two or 
three free negroes to help, but he soon 
straightened things up. Then, in 1866, he was 
again elected sheriff, a position he held until 
1s¥1. Lee county has been represented since 
the war by a negro, until 1884, when Judge 
Gill was called upon to redeem the state to 
the democracy. He accepted the trust and 
was elected. He served with honor 
house of 1884-85. This 
year it was Lee county’s time to 
furnish the tenth district senator, and Judge 
Gill was selected as the man. He is an alli- 
anceman, and has been president of his county 
alliance. 

When twenty years of age, Judge Gil! mar- 
ried Miss Harriet Morgan, of Stewart county. 
Eleven children were born to them. In 1854 
she died, and later the judge married his first 
wife’s sister. Five children have been born of 
this marriage, but only one of these is now 
living. 

Judge Gill is a highly useful and much re- 
spected member of the senate, and his sound 
— makes his judgment valuable at all 
imes. 


when the present senator was born, was at 
Milledgeville, the capital of the state. That 
wasin 1856. Shortly after that the family 
came to Atianta, and here, in 1868, the father 
died. The boy was thirteen when he left here 
and went to north Georgia to live. 

There he worked along and educated himself 
at the North Georgia Agricultural college at 
Dahlonega, Hetook the first honor that the 
institution ever gave and made the first speech 
made in the old college. 

After his graduation he studied law at 
Blairsville with Jadge Wellborn and 
practiced with that eminent jurist 
until his elevation to the bench. Senator 
Candler has kept up the practice at Blairs- 
ville ever since. : 

Buck Candler was for fourteen years chief 
clerk of the senate. Even before Bill Harris 
was. was he. Colonel Wes Murphy was 
secretary when he first ‘became 
chief clerk, and he held the position until he 
decided to become a full fledged senator this 
year. He representates the fortieth district— 
Union, Towns and Rabun. He had ahard fight 
for the nomination and was, it is said, the only 
man who could have beaten the president of 
the Union County Alliance for the position. 

In 1878 Senator Candler married Miss Betty 
Haralson, of Blairsville. Five children there 
are to brighten their home. 

Hon. Maston O’ Neal's name has been synon- 
ymous with energetic, aggressive democracy 
through all the dark days of reconstruction, 
and he is regarded everywhere as one of the 
strongest men of southwest Georgia. While 
his service in the senate is his first in the halls 
of legislation, "he has held many important 
offices at his home, and his reputation is by no 
means merely local. 

Maston O’Neal is a native of Decatur 
county.

Senator Johnston is an active member of the 
alliance.

Bell, another alliance- 
man, and the contest was the  hot- 
test the county has known. Johnston 
had a majority of 190 votes. 

In the election which followed he was op- 
posed by Mr. Shirley,an independexyt and Pick- 
stt man, and beat him by about 1,1% votes. 

Senator Johnston is a conservative man, a 
good talker, though he doesn’t speak on every 
question, by any means, and in all things 
parnest and honest. He has several important 
committee positions and does good work on all.

Lafayette Harp, of Muscogee county. Sen-

When the war began he enlisted at once in 
Company C, of the Forty-sixth Georgia, 
Colonel Parten H. Colquitt’s regiment. as a 
private. After two years’ service he returned 
to Muscogee, and then was ordered back into 
the militia. He taised a company and was 
captain of Company Cin Philips’s brigade. 
He was in all the fighting about Atlanta. In 
the fight at Griswoldville he received two 
slight wounds. 

After the war, Captain Harp went back to 
his farm in Chattahoochee, Two years later 
he was elected sheriff of the county, a position 
he held for two years. In 1880 and 1881 he 
represented his county in the lower house of 
the legislature. After two years more of pri- 
vate life, he was again elected sheriff, and he 
held that position until last fail, when he sent 
his resignation to Governor Gordon. 

In his race for the senate he had two oppo- 
nents, but he got more votes than both to- 

ether. He is a strong member of the alliance, 
mut he made his race as a straigthout demo- 
erat.

After the war he returned to Dawson 
county, and has been a farmer there ever 
since—a very successful one, too. His planta- 
tion, of about 700 acres, contains some of ' the 
richest land in that region. The Etowah 
river cuts it in two. He lives in the finest 
house in the county—‘‘and has thé best things 
in the world to eat,’’? added Senator Jolinston, 
who gave me this information. 

Senator Strickland tirst married Miss Lizzie 
Looper, of Dawson, and after her death 
married Miss Mary Logan. There are four 
children at that Dawson county home. 

Senator Strickland is. by the way, a nephew 
of the late Hardy Strickland. He is a promi- 
nent allianceman and has been a director in 
the state exchange. Four years ago he repre- 
sented Dawson in the lower house. He is not 
much given to talk, but as a senator he is 
always found on the right side. There is no 
man in the general assembly more universally 
liked* than Pomp Strickland, and his friends 
everywhere are legion. 

The title of senator and the honor that goes 
with it has been well earned by the senator 
from the fifteenth district. Though not the 
oldest in years, Senator John McRae is cer- 
tainly the oldest member of the body in point 
of public service. The story of his public 
career would of itself furnish a pretty good 
index to the history oi the state for the past 
forty years. 

John McRae was born in Montgomery 
county, July 16, 1824, within a mile from the

now lives. Hehas 
never lived any- 
where else, and he 
is, in truth, one 
of the pillars of 
Montgomery 
county.

Then in 1861, after the organization of 
the senatoriai districts, as now arranged, he 
was elected to the senate. being the first sen- 
ator from the fifteenth district. Senator Mce- 
Rae represented Montgomery in the house in 
1873 and 1874 and again in i882 and 1883. Tle 
was also a delegate to the constitutional con- 
A remarkabie career of use- 
fulness that, and for which his people honor 
him. Thereis no better citizen of Georgia 


' than Senator John McRae. 


Did you ever hear how Senator William E. 
Candler fell heir to a nickname? Buck Can- 
dier, 1 mean, for everybody knows him as 
“Buck.’” There is a pretty story in that name. 
Away back yonder, [ don’t pretend to know 
how long, the grandfather of this particular 
‘‘Buck”’ took a fancy tothe name. I think he 
was called by that name. At any rate, 

before he died, 
he made a bequest 
to his sons. That 
was the name of 
Buck. He asked 
that each call one 
of his sons by that 
name, and that they, 
in turn, make the 
same request of 
their sons and sons’ 
sons.

The county had 
been = afflicted with negroes in the 
ottice since the war, buat O’Neal 
made the race, and redeemed Decatur 
from negrorule. He held that position for 
eight years. Inthe meantime, he was repeat- 
ediv elected alderman of Bainbridge—a posi- 
tion he +held for fifteen years. For fifteen 
years he has been chairman of the democratic 
executive committee of the county. He was a 
delegate to the democratic national convention 
in 1834 and an alternate in 1888. He has also 
been county school commissioner, trustee of 
the academy at Bainbridge, and has held a 
number of other Jocal oftices of honor and 
trust. At present he is mayor of Bainbridge. 
He was first elected to that position in January, 
1889, and was re-elected last January. 

Senator O’ Neal married, in 1871, Miss Chloe 
Roberts, of Miller county. They have six 
children, three boys and three girls, in their 
happy home in Bainbridge. 

The senator still retains his farm and is a 
practical agriculturalist as well as a lawyer of 
note. He has already taken the position in the 
senate his ability and prominence would indi- 
cate, and is regarded as one of the strongest 
men in this unusually strong body. 

Senator Tom Lamb is one of the few Geor- 
gians who were born on Cumberland Island. 
His father was Burrell D. Lamb, and his 
mother was, before marriage, Miss Matilda 
Bunkley. When Tom was seven years old, he 
moved to Brunswick, and there he has lived 
ever since. 

He was educated at the Brunswick schools.

Captain R. J. Lowry, president of the Lowry 
Banking Company, gives this review of the 
financial situation:

cheap in New York and other large cities, by the 
large speculators borrowing it on long time at the 
very low rate of interest that then prevailed, and 
locking it up in the safe deposit vaults under seal, 
for the purpose of producing the very condition of 
things that has existed in the country since 
Aucust last, and especially in the east. We must 
also bear in mind that under the banking laws, 
both state and national, they are ali required to 
keep in their vaults not less than 25 per cent of 
their deposit at all times. This requirement 1s 
right, just and necessary for the pro- 


tection of depositors, but it practically re- 
tires from circulation an immense amout of this 
scant suply. The general government has con- 
tributed its full share to the present condition 
of things by the passage of the present tariff bill. 
That bill inducing our importers to overtrade 
themselves, has sent a very large amount of money 
to foreign cuuntries, and made our importers bor- 
row toa much larger extent than would have 
been had not the duty on imported goods been in- 
creased. It has unsettled the values of imported 


goods and no doubt caused many of all classes of 
importers to overtrade themselves. 

The force bill has played no small part in pro- 
ducing the present excitement among the people 
of the country. ‘The repeated attempt of the 
party in power to pass this bill against the wiil of

Let the conservative business men of the country 
pet their condemnation onany people or party that 
does not legislate for the whole country, looking 
to an early settlement of our finances anid 
restoring confidence and a healthy feeling;

The large disbursen:ents, on January Ist. of 
interest on the public debt on the bomds of various 
municipalities and corporations, and dividends 
generaliv, should operate largely toward relieving 
the existing pressure.

The low prices prevailing have 
eaused farmers and country merchants ‘to 
hoid their cotton back for higher prices, which, it 
fs reasonable to predict, will not be realized 
for some time, and the payment of interest under 
these circumstances wiil hardiy be found profit- 
able. The factis,taking into consideration the 
large crop, l think the present price should be 
Satisfactory. The continued stringency in the 
money centers of the east has had a tendency to 
cause our mere conservative Institutions to con- 
tract their loans and decline to make new ones, 
but locally there is no lack of econfidenee.

Governor bullock. 

Ex-Governor Bullock, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and president of the 
Atlanta cotton mills, writes: 

In reply to your specific enquiries for my opinion 
with revard to tae financial situation. “}. What is 
the cause ofthe present troubles? 2. What, in 
your opinion, is the cure for these troubles?” I 
Bay the cause is a suspension of credit. Nearly 
the entire commerce of the world is done by 
eredit, and actual money is only needed to cover 
bulances when ascertained and liquidated. 

Now, when credit has been shaken by tie as- 
certaimed condition of sc great a financial con- 
cern as the Barings, the commercial! werid is en- 
deavoring to previde itself with money—actual 
cash—to meet its credits; amd it becomes more 
and more apparent that there is not enough of this 
tn the country for that purpose. 

Banks, having deposit acevunts, are, in the ex- 
ercise of proper prudence, withdrawing their lines 
of idiscount—credit—and accumulating monev— 
cash—to bein readiness for draits when made. 
The effectis, of course, 2 paralysis upon trae, 
anda gencral fearthat property will no longer 
command mouey--cash--except at ruinons rates. 

In further consideration of the “cause” it may 
Be said that the linit of the quantity of inoney in 
thiscountry is fixed by stainte, and can only be 
enlarged by ways that are not easily and readily 
available. 

The “eure” is to be found in provision by law 
for whatever amount of currency the needs of 
cémmeree demand, and jet that commercial need 
be the guide as tothe limit. Donot fix it in ad- 
vance by statute. 

“My preference would be an inter-convertible 
Wnited States bond at a low rate of interest on the 
presentation of which the hulder could receive 
eirculating tnedium money—cash. 

Stop buying the public debt at a high premium 
in advance of its maturity, and provide at once 
for free coinage of American silver.

Mr. John A. Donavan, of the R. G. Dun & 
Co. Mercantile Agency, writes: ts 

It is generally asserted that the originof the 
present financial depression is due to the embar- 
rassments of the Barings of England. This event 
doubtless contributed to the depreciation of con- 
fidence in securities, especially in English hold- 
ings of American railroads, etc. This circum- 
stance would not, in my judgment, have caused 
the numerous serious failures of the past munth, 
had it not been for other contributing unfavorable 
conditions. The Baring trouble had been known 
for weeks by leading financial houses before it 
was publicly announced, and its possible conse- 
quences partially anticipated. 

The tariff legislatien of the present congress 
caused a most unhealthy increase of imports. 
Large sums of money were sent out of the country 
to meet our bills abroad. Golden opportunities 
were offered to speculators by accumulating 
foreign goods, before the passage and enforce- 
ment of the McKinley bill. That these proceed- 
ings drained the country ef money and seriously 
embarrassed trade, no one questions. 

The fall season opened up with its usual and 
even increased demand for money to move the 
crops of the west and south, and met with not 
only a depressed market, but an absolute lack of 
currency wherewith to buy cotton and grain and 
pay for the labor and cost of transportation to the 
consumers. No money to pay for cotton or grain. 
Country banks told by their New York connections 
that the currency was not to be had at any price. 
Exchange almost a drug on the market. These 
were some of.the conditions to be met and over- 
come by our business men. No stronger proof of 
the stability of our country could possibly be had 
than the manner in which it has withstood the 
pressure. 

Common sense and good judgment have pre- 
vailed. I believe the worst is over, and there 1s 
nothing very alarming in the situation as de- 
veloped to date. 

English gold is again moving this way. Ex- 
changes are in demand. If creditorsand debtors 
alike will keep cool, act liberally, pay debts when 
they can, keep money moving, the relief in sight 
will soon be with us. 

Ighave neither the experience or knowledge nec- 
essary to iormulate any theory for the cure of 
such financial evils as apparently exist. 

So taras the south is concerned, I think our 
circumstances warrant a considerable increase in 
the currency. We have an abundance of good 
collateral and can and do offer the best of secu- 
rity as a basis of larger supplies or money. Our 
resources offer handsome returns for theemploy- 
ment of money in their development, and no bet- 
ter results in ‘arming can be shown than is pos- 
sible in the south. 

The United States has a vast internal commerce, 
and, therefore, requires an increasing circulation 
to meet the constant growth of business. 

I do not wish to express any political views in 
connection with this subject, but if asked what 
legislation I think advisable in the interest of 
American commerce, I would certainly say lower 
tariffs and free trade with Canada, South America, 
Cuba and Mexico. 

The American business man is not to be con- 
fined to one latitude. Atlanta merchants sel! from 
Florida to California, and several of our manu- 
facturers have built up a trade with Mexico. Give 
us tree trade with that couutry and our South 
American cousins, and we will get there as surely 
as England and Germany now do. 

The aggregate of wealth added to American 
capital by the wheat and cotton crops of thls year 
will easily exceed $50),000,000. What magnificent 
resource#! Let people keep cool, remember these 
facts, and depression like the present will be only 
as ugly dreams afterindulging in a too hearty 
Christinas dinner.

Mr. H. M. Atkinson. 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson, vice president of the 
Southern Banking and Trust fompany, 
writes: 

I will attempt to answer your questions briedy. 

1. Qurtroubles in this country are directly duc 
to the financial disturbances in England, and the 
situation in England has been brought about by a 
long period (lasting five or six years) of wild and 
reckless speculation and overinvestment by 
English bankers and the English pwbiije 
generally in South American securities of 
doubtful value. - This sort of thing “was 
bound to end with a crash, and the crash came in 
the failure of Baring Brothers, which, but for the 
action of the Bank of England and other London 
banks, would have isnmediately causeda disastrous 
panie. We are now feeling the effect of all this. 
The failure of a house as prominent as Baring 
Brothers affected cr¢édit all over the world; people 
became frightened, and have been hoarding their 
money. Consequently money has been difficult to 
obtain, a8 people were averse to lending, and the 
continued stringency has been a great 
strain, causing many failures. It 
is today almost impossibie to get 
time money at any rate in New York or Boston on 
the very best collateral. 

Of course, many things have tended to aggra- 
vate the situation. For the Jast two years we 
have had cheap money in this country, owing to 
the accumulation at the money centers. This 
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silver certifieates and other issue coming into the 


treasury, including national bank notestsent in 
‘for cancellation, so that hereafter only one kind 
of paper money shalibe issued by the govern- 
ment; and for these United States notes the 
treasurer isto carry a40 per cent reserve, net less 
than 20 per cent of which shall be goid. 
Fortunately the south, especially Georgia, bas 
felt only the outer vibrations of the shock that 
struck speculative Wall street and its neighbor- 
hood. We bave just barvested the onty crop of 
the world of which it may be said we have a mo- 
napoly, and git will bring the money, |not as 
much per pound as seme expected, yet under the 
circumstances a fair price, and every man who 
owesja duliar should sell bis cottento pay the 
debt.”

A WIFE FOR A QUARTER. 


A Pensylvanian DPisposes of His Marital 
Privileges fer 25c 
A Suubury, Pa., Letter. 

The strange case of a man selling his 
wife to another for 25c, and the woman 
being perfectly satistied with the ar- 
rangement, has just been proved ‘here in 
court. After the barter and sale, the husband 
and his aforetime spouse and her new lord 
and master conti ued to reside beneath the 
same roof, and all went on for atime as mer- 
rily as if the wedding bells of the church had 
rung out their approval of the unholy alliance. 
Mr. and Mrs. David Zimmerman lived in Coal 
township, this county. and Mrs. Zimmerman 
kept two boarders—John J. Stewart and John 
Clayberger. Five months ago Zimmerman 
sold his wife to Stewart for 25c and executed 
a written agreement ofsale. After this Zim- 
merman and Clayberger occupied one room, 
while Stewart and Mrs. Zimmerman accupied 
another, Things went along smoothly until 
about two weeks ago, when Clayberger and 
Stewart had a quarrel. Clayberger thereupon 
went before a justice of the peace and made 
complaint against John J. Stewart for unlaw- 
ful cohabitation with Mrs. Zimmerman and a 
complaint of marital infidelity against the wo- 
man. Both were committed to await their 
t1ial at tho present term of court. The firft 
case tocomeup was that of Stewart, and he 
acted as his own attorney and displayed con- 
siderable talent as a pleader. Mrs. Zim- 
merman testified to the sale of herself by her 
husband for 25c, and further swore that she 
considered the transaction legal and the agree- 
ment as equal to .a full divorce.

“present financial trouble.” The Barings were 
the agents forthe National Mortgage bank, an 
organization created by law, and its officers ap- 
pointed by the president of the Argentine Ke- 
public; for the purpose of advancing money on 
the lands of the people; issuing ani selling bonds 
upon mortgages executed in its favor. The goy- 
ernment guarantecd the interest. The land 
was taken at 50 per cent of its estimated yalue, 
$1,000 being the smallest, and $250,000 the largest 
amount permitted onanmy one loap. There also 
was established a national loan office, whose 
managers were also appointed by the president, 
which made loans on personal property. These 
easy facilities for obtaining unlimited amounts of 
money—ihe National Mortgage bank alone having 
issued $700,000,000 in about five years—brought 
about the wildest sort of speculation, inflation 
aud extravagance. The boom burst; values 
shrunk millions upon millions; the interest on 
the mortgage bonds defaulted, and, 
the Barings, having endorse them, 
went down. Following the downfall 
of the Baring’s came lessened confidence the 
world over. Millions of United States securities 
were sent home from Europe, sold, and the cash 
withdrawn from our circulation. Values of rail- 
road bonds and stocks tumbled, some big failures 
took plece on the New York Stock Exchange, all 


of which could have been contemplated with | 


someé serenity so long as confined to that caldron 
of speculation; but hoarding of money began, by 
some from fright, by others for the power of its 
use, depressing the business, amd depreciating 
values of the products of the country. 

The more remote ‘‘eause”’ is tite lack of sufficient 
money to meet the growing requirements of our 
country, In Femoving this cause will be found the 
principai “eure.” The pians fer doing this are many 
being better understood, can be more intelligently 
expressed by the bankers of our community.

HE SHOT HIMSELF 


THROUGH THE HEAD WITH 4 
DOUBLE-ACTING PISLOL. 


John Bartlett Shoots Himself, and, It Is Be- 


lieved, with Suicidal Intent—Despond- 
ent Because of a Lady’s Death. 


John Bartlett, « young man living with 
his parents four miles from Atianta, on the 
Howell’s Mill road, shot himself through 
the head yesterday afternoon. 

It is believed that Bartlett was trying to 


‘kill himself. 


And the probabilities are that the wound 
will yet prove fatal. 

Bartlett’s homo is one vf the finest plan- 
tations in Falion county, and his family is 
one of the most prominent, possessing the 
respect and esteem of all who know them. 

The young man has always borpo a fine 
character, and has been oue of the most 
popular boys in his neighborhood. 

After breakfasiing with thé family yos- 
terday morning, young Bartlett, with the 
rest, went about his day’s work. The fore- 
noon wore away, and when dinner was an- 
pounced he took his place at the table. He 
ate a hearty neal, and when he got up from 


the table, remarked: ; 
“*T don’t know when I have enjoyed a meal 


as much asthat. Every thing was just right, 
and that pudding was especially good.” 

One after another the boys. left the dining 
room, returning to their work. The young 
man, however, remained untii all had gone 
out except his father and the cook. Then ho 
walked away through a door leading into his 
bedroom. ' 

The door he closed behind him. 

A second later the muffled report of a pistol 
was heard in the room. 

The report startled the old gentleman, who 
rushed into the room to find his son lying 
across the bed with asmoking rovolver in his 
right hand. 

Biood was flowing in a stream from an ugly 
wound just below the right temple. 

“My God, Johnnie, what’s the matter? 
what does this mean ?’’ asked the elder Bart- 
lett, bending over his son. 

“T’ve shot myself,’’ was the answer,in a 
quiet, even tone. 
~ “Whatfor! Why?’ asked the father ex- 
citedly. 

“T didn’t go to do it,’’ the boy replied. 

. Phen in the next breath he said: 

“Send for Dr. Pope, please, and send quick.” 

The father hurried out to notify the other 
sons, and one of them was dispatched for Dr. 
Pope, who lives a milé away, 

‘Phen the other son and the father entered 
the room and began doing what they could for 


’ the wounded boy. He was suffering intensely 


and was calling almost constantly for his 
mother, who had come into the city during 
the morning. 

Dr. Pope reached the wounded boy’s bedside 
as quickly as possible, and at a glance saw that 
the wound was a very dangerousone. He 


8 made a careful examination of it and then 


asked Mr. Bartlett to send to Atlanta fer Dr. 
Avary. Instantly the boy asked: 
_ “Doctor, am I hurt much?” 

“Right bad,” was the doctor’s answer as he 
began washing the blood away. 

“Well, doctor,”’ remarked the boy, “‘if you’ll 
just get me well this time I’!] never shoot my- 


self again.”’ 
Dr. Vope gave the wound a careful dressing, 


a determining to await the arriyal of Dr. Avary 


before probing for the bail. While he was 
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ashe held it between his finger and thumb 
examining it, asked: 

“Where did you get this?” 

“It came out of his mouth,’’ was the answer. 

The ball—a large one—was battered, mashed 
oa s0 badly that it barely resembled a 

uliet. 

As soon as Dr. Avary arrived, a more care- 
ful examination of the wound was made. The 
ball had entered just below the temple, crush- 
ing tho upper part of the jaw bone. Then in 
some mysterious way it took a downward 
course and came out in the boy's mouth, 
knocking loose two or three teeth. Both phy- 
sicians realized that the wound was one of 
great danger. 

If the shooting was an attempt of Bartlett’s 
to kill himself—and his remark to Dr. Pope 
might be construed that way—it has a roman- 
tic tinge. 

Bartlett's good character and moral ways 
made hima favorito with the young ladies 
of the neighborhood. Six months ago the 
belle of that section was a Miss Tommie Boiar, 
to whom young Bartlett was devoted. He was 
her escort at nearly every social gathering, and 
a few months ago their engagement was 
rumored. 

But in October last Miss Bolar died of 
— fover. 

Juring her illness he was almost constantly 
at her home,and every day visited the physi- 
cian to inquire about her condition. 

His devotion to the young lady was some- 
thing marvelous. x 

And when she died he was heartbroken. 

Since then he has not been the same boy he 
was before her death. Every day he has 
growh more and more despondent, and has 
often deciared to members of his family that 
things were not going to suit him as he ex- 
pressed it.

THE PERFORMANCE OF “OUT OF 
SIGHT’? LAST NIGAT. 


Mr. DeGive Puts His Foot on a Scene that 
Was Objected To—Manager Tremble 
Says the Play Is All Right.

At least theaudience that saw it Friday 
night thought it was a sensation, and con- 
ducted itself accordingly. 

Manager Trimble says the scene is al] mght— 
that it was the audience that was off. 

Mr. DeGive evidentiy thought it was the 
scenue-—the studio scene in the ‘Clemenceau 
Case,’’ where a shapely girl poses as a sculp- 
tor’s model. 

At any gate he refused to allow it to be re- 
produced at the two performances yesterday. 

Friday night the audience, which was com- 
posed almost entirely of men, acted very 
boisterously, to say it mildly, during this 
somewhat startling part of the performance, 
and Mr. DeGive, not caring to have another 
such audience in his house, had the studio 
scene squelched. 

“There was some objection to the 
scene,” said Manager DeGive, “and I 
had it cut out of the play, because I do not 
want anything produced in my opera house 
that cannot be properly witnessed by anybody. 
Under certain circumstances the play would 
go through all right, but it drew a very dis- 
orderly house Friday night, and we ‘didn't 
want it duplicated.’ 

Manager Trimble said: ‘There is nothing at 
all improper about our play or 
any scene in it. We have produced 
it all over the country to the 
best classes of theater patrons, and no ob- 
jection has ever been made to it. 

“‘T¢ was the crowd that was to blame. We 
have played in western frontier towns, where 
people go the theater with pistols and bowie 
knives stuck in their belts, but I never, in my 
life, saw such a misbehaved crowd as that last 
night. They began their guying before the 
curtain went up, and, at times, acted like 
they had never been inside a theater before.”’

He soon discovered, and so did 
the country at large, and Ben was 
brought aown from the sky parlor and 
made to do duty in the local room, The 
original of Mr. Shillaber’s ‘‘Ike,’’ by the way, 
is said to have been the late Isaac Chambers, 
of Brooklyn, who was a fellow-workman 
in their younger days. Shillaber soon 
became a humorist of national reputa- 
tion, so that when George Prentice, of 
Louisville, said to a man on the streets of Bos- 
ton, ‘I want to get to the office of The Post,” 
and the person thus addressed responded. 
‘*Well, you can do so, if you won’t stay too 
long!”’ Prentice said at once, ‘‘You are Shilla- 
ber,’ and then the pair adjourned to the 
nearest tavern.

The Adjournment Question Is Largely Dis- 
cussed, but Nothing Determined Upon. 
The Day in Both Houses. 


It is good-bye to the branch colleges. 

The attempt at reconsideration of the action 
of the day before didn’t work. 

And the university branch colleges are 
stricken from the appropriation bill that goes 
to the senate. 

Just as soon as the house was called to order 
and the journal read, Mr. Whitfield, of Bald- 
win, moved to reconsider the action of the 
jay previous and take up the appropriations 
to the colleges again. 

He stated that, since house the had given 
the military department $25,000 and taken 
$11,000. from the cause of education, he 
thought the members would surely, after 
gober thought, see the error of their decision 
and take back the $11,000 for the branch 
colleges and make a fair division of the hand- 
some amount so generously offered to the 
volunteer soldiers. 

On the motion to reconsider, however, the 
vote snowed the colleges under again to the 
tune of fifty-five ayes to seventy-nine nays. 

The Tax Act. 

When the appropriation bill was finally dis- 
posed of, Mr. Bush, of Miller, moved to take 
up the first section of the tax act for the pur- 
pose of acting upon itin accordance with the 
rule of the house. 

The section relates to the general taxes of 
the state, and was deferred by the house until 
after the appropriation act was finished, so 
that the necessary amount of taxation could 
better be determined. 

Mr. Huff, chairman of the committee on 
finance, moved to make the general tax for 
1891 2 4-10 mills, instead of 21-3 mills as had 
been reported by the committee. 

This wasthe only change made necessary 
by the action upon the appropriation bill, and 
was adopted, so that the section now reads as 


follows: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That the governor be au- 
thorized and empowered, with the assistance of 
the comptroller general, to assess and levy a tax 
on the taxable phe mph! of this state for the fiscal 

r of 1491,of 2 4-10 mills,and for the fiscal year of 
892, of 244 mills. And the} governor be, and 
is hereby authorized and empowered, by 
and with the assistance of the comptroller general, 
to assess and levy, in addition to the foregoing 
nera) state tax, a tax of 144 mills for the year 
891, and a tax of 1‘, mills for the year 1892, on all 
of the taxable property of this state, for the pur- 
of raising the funds necessary to meet the 
appropriations by this general assembly for edu- 
cational purposes in instructing children in the 
——e branches of an English education 

only. 

THE PACKING HOUSES. 

Mr. Martin, of Fulton, moved to amend the 
section to tax “cold storage and packing 
houses’’ $500, by changing the verbiage to read 
*‘packing houses doing a cold storage business 
In this state.”” He showed that as the way 
the bill stood it might be construed to refer to 
local dealers who kept meats, butter, etc., on 


ice. 

Mr. Tatum, of Dade, moved to make the 
tax on these dealers $1,000 instead of $500,and 
a live debate followed. 

Some claimed that such an enormous tax 
‘would amount to prohibition of western meats. 

Mr. Harris, ot Catoosa, said thatit wasa 
cold storage business that these western fel- 
lows engaged in that left the people of Georgia 
out in the cold, and caused much laughter. 

The amendment was lost on voting. 

THE WIDOWS OF VETERANS. 

On motion of Mr. Berner, of Monroe, the 
bill prescribing the methods for paying the 
widows of confederate soldiers pensions of 
6100 per year, was taken up by unanimous 
consent. 

Mr. Johnson, of Appling, offered an amend- 
ment by substituting that all such widows 
owning more than $2,000 be excluded from 
the list of pensions. 

Mr. Berner, of Monroe, opposed the amend- 
ment and spoke eloquently on it. ‘Georgia 
should give this sum unstinted tothe widows,”’ 
said he, ‘“‘and pay the debt we owe them. 
There are few of them left and 
we should take care 
Some are suffering and 
While we build monuments, let us not for- 
get those who are crying for bread. There is 
but little we can do to brighten the melan- 
choly twilight th ays, but let us do what 
wecan. [Applau 

Mr. Johnson, of Appling, stated that no one 
“was more willing to vote for the bill than he. 
The intention of the bill was to assist the 
widows and soldiers who were in need. 

Mr. Chappell, of Laurens, spoke as an old sol- 
dier, and said the state should not strike out 
those who have been industrious enough to lay 
up $2,000 and build a little home. 

Mr. Berner stated that when pensions were 

nted to men no discrimination was made, 
why make it with the widows. 

Mr. Everett, of Stewart, said the house was 
ready to vote it down. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, raised the point 
that the bill would have to be ‘considered by 
the committee of the whole. 

Mr. Goodwin was called to the chair and 
the vote proceeded. The amendment to ex- 
clude all widows in the possession of over 
$2,000 was lost overwhelmingly. / 

The bill passed by a vote of 136 to nothing 
and was transmitted to the senate. 

The Criminal Laws. 

Mr. Williams of Richmond introduced the 
following joint resolution relative to a revision 
of the criminal laws of Georgia. 

Resolved, by the house of. representatives, the 
senate concurring, That a joint special committee 
of five from the house and three from the senate 
be appointed to examine the statutes and report 
to the adjourned session of this genera) assembly, 
should one be had, or to this session, the propriety 
of arevision of the criminal laws of this state, 
with a view to the greater economy and efficiency 
of their enforcement and a proper adjustment of 
penalties to offences. 

How About Adjourning? 
The question of adjournment came up yes- 


terday in an interesting aspect. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, introduced a reso- 
lution on the subject that reads as follows:
